Town, CUPE salary talks break down 


Salary negotiations be-« 
tween the Town of St, Albert 
and the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees have bro- 
ken down, despite the 
appointment of aconciliation. 
officer, 

C, T, A. Hutchings of the 
provincial board of indust- 
rial relations, was appointed 
conciliation commissioner 
on Jan, 13, 


He has since reported back 
that he could not effect a 
settlement and recommend- 
ed it go to a conciliation 
board, 

“‘That’s the last step be= 
fore pulling the pin,’” CUPE 
representative Leo Lancas- 
ter said Tuesday night, 

Mr, Lancaster said the 
union had given ground in 
recent talks but the town had 


held firm at a seven per 
cent increase, 

‘We would accept the 
seven per cent for casual 
labor, putting the rate at 
$2.55 an hour rather than 
$3.10," Mr, Lancaster said, 
“This in itself would mean 
quite a saving to the town as 
it employs quite a bit of 
casual labor in the summer, 

‘We also agreed to let the 


contract run for two years 
with no increase in the sec- 
ond year, I don’t think they 
even listened to us,’’ 

The union is seeking parity 
with the City of Edmonton, 
asking hours and wages equal 
to those paid city employees 
who are doing similar work, 

Mayor Ray Gibbon sald 
Tuesday night the town 
definitely wouldn’t budge 


from its seven per cent stand, 
He said the town felt the 
seven per cent was a logical 
figure, 

“We won’t even consider 
the 25 or 28 per cent they 
are talking about,’’ he said, 

The town and union will 
each appoint a member to 
the conciliation board and 
then the two members will 


decide on a chairman, If 
they can’t agree, a chair 
man is then appointed by 
the department of labor. 

Neither the town nor the 
union have appointed a meme 
ber as yet,

A start on construction of

Mr, Rattai said he could 
make no firm commitment 
on completion date, but in- 
dicated it should be in early 
May. 
The site requires some

filling and normally this 
would be done first, How- 
ever, as it is not feasible 
at the present time because 
of the frost, the process was 
reversed, 

“Tt will be a little in- 
convenient for us at times,’’ 
Mr, Rattai said, ‘but that’s 
just a little concession we 
made to help the commune 
ity,’”’ 

The arena will be con- 
structed on Perron Street 
south of Imperial Lumber, 
It will be 216 feet long and 
120 feet wide, 

Sturgeon Electric has the 
contract for the lighting for 
the building, $7,900, and the 
Chamber of Commerce has 
given the town a letter of 
commitment to erect the 
boards and players boxes 
for $2,500, 

Total cost of the building 
is expected to be $100,645,

The Editor: 

I would like to comment 
briefly on your recent story 
in which Peter Lougheed, 
the Progressive Conserva- 
tive provincial leader, den- 
ied that he ever said ‘‘the 
St. Albert campus (for a 
fourth university) was a mis- 
take,’’ 

Mr, Lougheed’s statement 
is typical of the kind of 
waffling he has engaged in 
recently. It illustrates, 
I think, his notorious ten- 
dency to speak out of one 
side of his mouth in one part 
of the province, and out of 
the other side in a different

Mr, Lougheed’s statement 
that he really meant it was 
a mistake not to plan for 
additional university sites at 
the same time, is uninformed 


The government has set up 
the Worth Commission on 
Educational Planning for just 
this purpose, and the Worth 
Report will recommend not 
only where additional uni- 
versities should be built, but 
also what shape our entire 
educational system should 
take to meet the needs of 
Albertans in the 1970’s and 
1980's, 

The fourth university is 
to be located at St, Albert 
because it must serve the 
needs of thousands of pros- | 
pective students in the Ed- 
monton metropolitan area. 
Needless to say, it will have 
a very beneficial effect on 
the economy and future of 
the town, and this whole 
area.
